^ Heaving his head for our dipsy-lead in sign that we 
keep the sea. 

^ Then fore-sheet home as she lifts to the foam—^we 
stand on the outward tacS, 

^ We are paid in the coin of the white man's trade— 
the bezant is hard, ay, and black. 

* The frigate-bird shall carry my word to the Kling 

and the Orang-Laut 

* How a man may sail from a heathen coast to be 

robbed in a Christian port; 

^ How a man may be robbed in Christian port while 
Three Great Captains there 

* Shall dip their flag to a slaver's rag—to show that 

his trade is fair!' 
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It was our war-ship ^ Clampherdown' 

Would sweep the Channel clean, 
Wherefoi'e she kept her hatches close 
When the merry Channel chops arose;. 

To save the bleached marine. 

She had one of a hundred ton^ 

And a great sterfi-gim beside; 

They dipped their noses deep in the sea, 
They racked their stays and stanchions free 
In the wash of the wind-whipped tide. 

It was our war-ship ^ Clampherdown' 

Fell in with a cruiser light 
That carried the dainty Hotchkiss gim 
And a pair o’ heels wherewith to run 
From the grip of a close-fouglit fight.

And he answered, ' Let her drift/ 

It was our war-ship ^ Clampherdown,* 

Swung round upon the tide. 

Her two dumb guns glared south and north. 

And the blood and the bubbling steam ran forth. 
And she ground the cruiser’s side. 

^ Captain, they cry, the fight is done, 

* They bid you send your sv^ord.’ 

And he answered, ^ Grapple her stern and bow, 

' They have asked for the steel. They shall have it 
now; 

^ Out cutlasses and board I ’ 

It was our war-ship ^ Clampherdown,’ 

Spewed up four hundred men; 

And the scalded stokers yelped delight,

We that took the ^Bolivar* out across the Bay ! 

We put out from Sunderland loaded down witb 
rails; 

We put back to Sunderland ’cause our cargo 
shifted; 

We put out from Sunderland—met the winter 
gales— 

Seven days and seven nights to the Start we 
drifted. 

Racketing her rivets loose, smoke-stack white 
ns snow, 

All the coals adrift adeok, half the rails below, 
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ll^eaking like a lobster-pot, steering like a 
dray— 

Out we took the ^Bolivar/ out across the Bay ! 


;)ne by one the Lights came up, winked and let us 
by; 

Mile by mile we waddled on, coal and fo’c'sle 
short;

Euchred God Almighty's storm, bluffed the 
Eternal Sea! 

Seven men from all the world, hack to town again, 
Rollm^ down the Ratclife Road drunk and raising 
Cain : 

Seven men from out of HelL Ain't the owners gay, 
'Cause we took the * Bolivar' safe across the Bay f 
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Er-Heh beyond the Hills of Ao-Safai 
Bears witness to the truths and Ao-Safai 
Hath told the men of Goruhh, Thence the tale 
Comes westwa7*d o’er the peahs to India. 

The story of Bisesa^ Armod's child,— 

A maiden plighted to the Chief in War, 

The Man of Sixty Spears, who held the Pass 
That leads to Thibet hut to-day is gone 
To seek his comfort of the God called Budh 
The Silent—showing how the Sickness ceased 
Because of her who died to save the tribe. 

Taman is One and greater than us all, 

Taman is One and greater than all Gods: 

Tama,n is Two in One and rides the sky. 

Curved like a stallion’s croup, from dusk to dawn, 
And drums upon it with his heels, whereby 
Is bred the neighing thunder in the hills, 
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This is Taman, the God of all Er-Heb, 

Who was before all Gods, and made all God^ 

And presently will break the Gods he mad4 
And step upon the Earth to govern men 
Who give him milk-dry ewes and cheat his 
Priests, 

Or leave his shrine unlighted—as Er-Heb 
Left it unlighted and forgot Taman, 

When all the Valley followed after Kysh 
And Yabosh, little Gods but very wise.

The Red Horse Sickness with®the iron hooves. 

To turn the Valley to Taman again. 

And the Red Horse snuffed thrice into the wind.

And the Red Horse went out across the rocks 
The ringing rocks that had no fear of him ;
